Roll called an d all present except Senator 
Wilson. 
At the request of Mr. De Long, one day’s leave 
o f absence w as granted Senator Wilson. 
T he C haplain, Rev. C. C. Bane, offered the 
L ora s Prayer. 
Journal of yesterday read and approved. 


RETORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
Mr. Sanford, from the Com m ittee on V inicult­ 
ure and V iticulture, reported back favorably 
Senate Bill No. 36—An Act to am end Sections 3, 
6, 8 and 12 of "A n Act to create and establish a 
Slate Board of H orticulture, aud appropriate 
m oney for th e expenses thereof,” approved 
M arch 13, 1883, and to add five new sections to 
said Act, to be know n as Sections 14, 15,16, 17 
and 18, and to repeal Sections 7 and S of said 
Act, and to appropriate m oney for the use of the 
State Board of H orticulture. 
Mr. Jones, from the Judiciary Com m ittee, re­ 
ported back bills w ith the following recom ­ 
m endations :

am ended. 
Senate Bill No. 9—An Act to validate probate 
proceedings. Do not pass. 
Senate Bill No. 8—An Act to provide for the 
iundtng of certain indebtedness of the several 
counties of this State, aud the issuance of bonds 
therefor. W ithout recom m endation. 
Mr. M urphy, from the Com m ittee on Attaches, 
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m ittee, Charles Carter Sergeant-at-Arm s to the 
Judiciary Committee, and to pay George I-ocke 
«12 for three days’ services as porter of the Sen­ 
ate during tem porary organization.

SECOND READING OF RILLS. 
Senate Bill No 3—Au Act to increase the num ­ 
ber of Judges of the Superior Court of the 
County of San Dego, rta te o f California, and for 
the api>ointmeiit of such additional Judges, by 
Mr. bovvers, was read a second lim e, com m ittee 
am endm ent adopted, and ordered engrossed 
Senate Bill No. 12—An Act to am end Section 
532of an Acr entitle 1 “ An Act to establish a 
I’ensl Code," approved Februaiv 14. 1872, con­ 
cerning the crim e of obtaining money or prop­ 
erty by false pretenses, by Mr. Wilson, was read 
a second tin e aud ordered engrossed. 
Senate Bill No 15—An Act to provide for the 
appointm ent by the Suprem e Court of five Com­ 
missioners, to be known as Commissioners of 
the .8-jpieme Court, aud to appoint a Secretary 
therefor, to relievo said Court from the over­ 
burdened condition of its calendar, and to pro­ 
vide for the com pensation ol said Commission­ 
ers and Secretary, by Mr. Wilson, was taken up 
for second reading. 
Mr. Yell m oved to am end Section 1 so as to 
m ake the Commission i onsist of th r.e m em bers 
iustead of five. He said he could see no reason 
for increasing the num ber of Commissioners, 
especially as there were several propositions 
before the Senate to re-organize the Suprem e 
Court. If any of these should be adopted there 
would be no necessity for the Commission 
Mr. Crandall argued th a t five Commissioners 
were necessary to clear up the calendar of the 
Suprem e (Jourt. This bill was prepared by the 
Justices o f the Suprem e Court, and thev thought 
five Commissioners necessary. He was there­ 
fore opposed to the am endm ent. 
Mr. Murphy spoke lu favorof the am endm ent. 
He said it more Commissioners w ere needed it 
was because of tho physical incapacity of some 
of the Justices. 
Mr. Jones said th at it seem ed to him th at this 
m ethod of m aking a Suprem e Court by the Leg- 
islatuie, w hen the Constitution intended it 
should be done by th e people, is objectionable. 
No dou t more force was needed, but the 
m ethod oí a q u irin g th a t force is one th at 
should be given careful 
consideration. 
He 
thought it better to leave the Commission as it is. 
-Mr. Conklin opposed the am endm ent. He said 
th a t the crowned condition of the Suprem e 
Court calendar was a bar to justice. 
Mr. Goucher favored the axcendm eut, because 
be thought there would be proposed to the peo­ 
ple by this Legislature an am endm ent, to the 
Constitution reorganizing the Suprem e Court. 
There was no doubt th at the present condition 
before the Suprem e Court has beeu largely 
brought about by the physical, if not the m en­ 
tal incapacity of some of the Justices. 
[ Mr. Bojcrgs in the chair ] 
Mr. W hite spoke a- leDgth against the am end­ 
m ent 
He gave Kim ethiug of a history of the 
im m ense am ount of work done by the m em tiers 
o t th e Suprem e Court. H e asserted th a t there 
was not a law yer on the floor o f the Senate » ho 
d id as m uch work as any one m em ber of the 
Ftiprem e Court. 
More work was done by the 
Soprcm e Court of this Ptate th an th a t of auy 
oth er State of th e Union w ith the exception ot 
three, an a about the sam e as those three. It was 
th e cpiuion of the Judges of the Suprem e Court 
and the < om m isdoners th at five were needed 
Mr. Yell aaid th at he did not believe in hav­ 
ing the rights of litigants disposed of by Com­ 
m issioners. It was the duly of the Court to dis- 
j*ose of all eases. Two years ago these gentle­ 
m en said th a t if the Commission was continued 
for two years more the calendar would be 
c.eaied up 
Now they ask th at it tie increased 
to live. Two years hence they would probably 
com e and ask that it be increased to nine or ten, 
and III tho course of tim e they w ould have 
enough Commissioners so th a t the ¡supreme 
Court could be touud ct hom e under the care of 
tb eir ph.-siciaus or at the springs for th eir 
health. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote o f 14 a res 
to 24 noes. 
Mr. M urphy offered an am endm ent m aking 
the num ber four instead o f five. Lost by a vote 
ot 4 ayes to 35 D oes. 
•wMi; Cam inetti offered an am endm ent lim iting 
th e tim e of the Commissiou to two years instead 
of four 
Lost by a vote of 1» ayes to :0 now . 
Mr. Murphy offered an amendment m aking l 
ibeC dm m issfon eleven instead of five. Lost. 


Mr. Yell m oved to strike out the entire first 
section. Lost by a vote of 7 ayes to 32 noes. 
The hour of noon haviDg arrived, th e Senate 
took a recess un til 2 p. m. 
A ftern oon S ession . 
Senate reassem bled a t 2 r . 
President W hite 
in the chair. 
Roll-call. Quorum present. 
Senators Langford and Mead were granted 
leave of absence on account oi sickness. 


CALL OF TH E SENATE. 
There being but tw enty one Senators present, 
on m otion of Mr. Goucher a call ot the Senate 
w as ordered. 
Senators Bowers, Byrnes, C am inetti, Dargie, 
Frazer, Greely, 
McGowan, M urphy, Finder, 
Sprague, W illiam s and W ilson failed to respond 
to th eir names. 
The C hair called upon the Sergeant-at Arms 
to close 
the doors, w hen it was found th at 
n eith er the Sergeant-at-Arm s nor any ot his as­ 
sistants were present. 
The C hair rem arked 
that the prom ptness of th eir attention was cer­ 
tainly to be com m ended. 
51r. Heacock m oved to dispense w ith further 
proceedings under the call. I ost. 
Senators M utphy, P inder and Greely w ere 
brought before the b ar of th e Senate by the 
A ssistant Sergeant-at-Arm s and excused. 
Mr. Yell m oved to dispense w ith further pro­ 
ceedings under the call, but Senator Heacock 
objected and the m otion was lost. 
Senators Cam inetti 
and 
McGowan 
were 
brought before the bar of the Seuate aud ex ­ 
cused. 
Senator Sprague m anaged to dodge the door­ 
keeper and gain his seat. 
On m otion of Mr. Yell, further proceedings 
under the call were dispensed w ith. 


TH E SUPREM E COURT COMMISSION. 
The second reading of Senate Bill Ño. 15 was 
resum ed. 
Sir. Yell m oved to am end by striking out Sec­ 
tion 2. 
| Mr. G oucher in th e chair.] 
Mr. W hite opposed the am endm ent, w hich was 
lost by a vote of 10 ayes to 26 noes. 
Mr. Veil m oved to am end Section 2 by m aking 
the salary o f the Secretary 3100 per m onth in ­ 
stead of «200. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote of 9 ayes 
to 28 noes. 
Mr. Yell offered an am endm ent m aking the 
salary of the Secretary «150 instead of «20u. He 
considered th a t a fair salary for the w ork re­ 
quired of th e Secretary of this Commissidn. 
Mr. W hite insisted that all of the am end­ 
m ents were au attack on the integrity of the 
bill, and w ould render it inoperative. 
The am endm ent was lost by a vote ot 10 ayes 
to 27 noes. 
Mr. W hite m oved the previous question on 
Section 2, and the m otion prevailed. 
Mr. M urphy offered an am endm ent to Section 
3, so as to m ake the appropriation #7,700, instead 
of «67,700 He adm itted tiiat his am endm ent was 
an assault on the integrity oí the bill. He had 
desired to offer an am endm ent to Section 2, but 
had been cut off by tb e previous question. 
He 
was opposed to increasing the Commission, but 
was in favor of increasing the num ber of Judges 
o f the Suprem e Court. 
3Ir. Cam inetti m oved th a t the bill be referred 
to the Com m ittee on Finance, for the purpose 
of determ ining w hether the com putation in the 
bill w as correct. 
The m otion was lost by a vote of 14 ayes to 23 
noes. 
Mr. M urphy’s am endm ent was lost by a vote 
of 5 ayes to 31 noes. 


A LITTLE BREEZE. 
Mr. Wilson stated th a t one o f his colleagues. 
Senator De Long, had grown so tired of listen­ 
ing to th e am endm ents offered by the Senator 
from MeDdocino th a t he desired a leave ot ab­ 
sence for the balance of th e dav and to morrow. 
Mr. Meany stated th a t he had paired w ith Mr. 
De Long on the pending bill. 
Mr. Yell—If the Senator asks to be excused 
from altendanee upon this Seuate sim ply on my 
account and no other, aud this Senate, sitting as 
a dignified body, representing a great State, 
should grant th a t excuse, it is sim ply a reflec­ 
tion upon m e w hich, sir, 1 do not propose shall 
go unreseuted. 
Now, fellow-Senators. my la­ 
bors upon this bill have been honest. 
I believe 
honestly th a t this Commiss on should not be 
increased, 
and because I have dared, in 
pursuance oi w hat 
I 
believe 
to 
be mv 
duty, to offer am endm ents to this bill, 1 
do not think 
it 
is becom ing in Senators 
to oppose am endm em s offered by m e sim ply for 
th e reason th at they differ w ith m e. In conclu­ 
sion, let m e sav that I do not believe th at Sena­ 
tor De Long asked this leave of absence for the 
reason assigned by th e Senator from San F ran­ 
cisco. 
I cannot believe th at he would offer me 
such an insult, or do me such au injustice, aud 
I w ould like to have him explain bis reasons 
for asking the leave of absence. 
Mr. Wilson explained tiiat Senator De Long 
desired leave of absence on account ol im por­ 
tan t business, and that his rem ark about being 
tired w as sim ply a joke. He added, however, 
th a t the Senator from M endocino had in tro ­ 
duced several frivolous am endm ents for the 
purpose of obstructing the bill. 
Mr. Yell w ithdrew his objection and leave ot 
absence was granted Senator De Long. 
Mr. Yell offered an am endm ent to Section 3 
by striking out 867,000 and insert ««,800. 
Mr. C am inetti m oved th a t the bill be referred 
to the Judiciary Com m ittee to m ake a report on 
the power oi the Legislature to pass a bill ap- 
J ropriating m oney lor more thau two fiscal 
years. 
The m otion was lost by a vote of 17 ayes to 18 
noes. 
Mr. Yell’s am endm ent was lo-t by a vote of 15 
ayes to 20 noes. 
Mr. W hite m oved to am cud Section 3 by strik­ 
ing out the words "gene al fund" and inserting 
the words “State T reasury.” 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Cam inetti m oved to am end Section 1 by 
reducing the term of the Commissioners from 
four years to three y tars. anil spoke in favor of 
it. 
Mr. W hite w arm ly opposed the am endm ent, 
and it was lost by a vote of ten ayes to tw entj- 
four noes. 
The bill was then ordered engrossed.

COUNTY HIG H SCHOOLS 
The bill introduced in the Assembly yeste:- 
day by Assem blym an Adams, of W oodland, 
-uthorizes the people of any eounty in the Sint - 
by m ajority vote to cstabli.-h one or m ore high 
schools, w hich shall be m aintained at the coun­ 
ty’s expense, and shall be open to the adm is­ 
sion of all pupils in the county who have grad­ 
uated from the gram m ar schools, or w ho can 
pass the required exam ination for admission. 
When the county has voted to establish a high 
school, the County Board o f Education and the 
County Board of Supervisors conslituc a Con­ 
vention to lceate th e school in some convenient 
aud suitable place in th e county. The Board of 
Education is to secure and adopt th e plans tor 
the building, and the Supervisors to levy the 
special tax and attend to the erection of the 
building. The County Board of E ducation is to 
estim ate the am ount necessary to support the 
school each year, and the Supervisors m ust in ­ 
clude the am ount in the annual tax levy. It is 
also m ade the duty of th e County Board of Ed­ 
ucation to adopt the books, using the State 
series when suitable; to hire teachers, janitors 
aud other employes, and dism iss them , w hen 
nccessa y: to adopt and enforce a course of 
study; to grant diplom as of graduation to sueh 
pupils 
as have satisfactorily com pleted the 
course of study, and to take charge of all m at­ 
ters relating to running the school: provided, 
th at sueh course shall be sueh as shall prepare 
students for adm ission to the State University. 
This plan was unanim ously indorsed by 'the 
recent Convention of County Superintendents, 
and the State Board of E ducation at its recent 
m eeting, December 27th. The design of this bill 
is to connect the free gram m ar school w ith the 
free Slate University by a free county high school, 
and thus unify the entire free educational sys­ 
tem o ’ the State. It is not intended to oblige 
the counties to establish high schools, but to 
give th m the option, it is. however, believtd 
th at there are several counties th at w ill avail 
them selves of the earliest opportunity and es­ 
tablish sueh schools, as a business proposition, 
since it will be an additional inducem ent for 
fam ilies w ith children to educate, to locate in 
such counties.

In th e S en a te. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 16th.—This afternoon 
the conference report on tbe bill fur a public 
building at San Francisco was presented and 
agreed to.

S a n F r a n c is c o , January 16th.—The an n u al 
m eeting of th e California F ruit Union w as held 
iu P iatt s H ail, in this city, yesterday, i‘residí lit 
E. P. Platt, of Sacram ento, presiding. 
Secretary F atrbank read an interesting re­ 
port relative to the Union's work the past year. 
He reported especial progress m ade in the' ’ait 
eight m onths iu the effort to ship fruits to East­ 
ern m arkets. The m ost Im portant step forward 
taken during the year has beeu the establishing 
of the auction m ethod of sellit g fruits in Chi­ 
cago. The plan m et w ith sueh success iu Bos­ 
ton aud New York the preceding vcar th at 
m any favored the m ethod lor Chicago,'but there 
were those who argued th at this fact w as no 
criterion, as the auctioning of fruits in either of 
the first nam ed m arkets was no innovation, so 
th at it was not without opposition th at the trial 
was m ade. The result has borue out the 
most sanguine expectations. From actual re­ 
turns the assertion seems to be substantiated 
th at total sales of a ear at auction w ill 
be fully as large, and often exceed 
the 
gross results realized by old 
m ethods 
ot 
selling. The m ethod has tlie still further ad­ 
vantages of allow ing the shipper to know im ­ 
m ediately, on 
arrival 
of ;his consignm ent, 
w hat it is sold for, w hich enables him to decide 
w hether to continue shipping, to dry, or to sell 
to local buyers. At the same tim e returns reach 
shippers w ithin eleven days irom date of ship­ 
m ent, thus obviating to a great degree the nec­ 
essity of securing advances ou the crop. So 
m arked has been the success of these sales th at 
we notice our Florida friends are follow ing in 
our footsteps aud are putting th eir oranges on 
the Chicago m arket through the m edium of the 
auction-rcom . 
The organization is now represented in twent y- 
seven Cjunties by 12,65-1 shares held by 499 
growers and shippers. There is about 81,600 
due ou originally subscribed stcck, represent­ 
ing some 3,200 shares. A change in the by-laws 
relating to tbe cancelling ot stock certificates is 
recom m ended.

There is yet 
due stockholders on Dividend No. 1, 8438, and 
shippers' rebates due are 8300. At the m eeting 
of Trustees yesterday Dividend No 2 of 6 per 
cent, was declared ; the reserve tund was in­ 
creased by au additional 2 per cent., aud a re­ 
bate of 1 3-10 on gross sales. 
Shipping for the season has iu the aggregate 
b ten quite successful. At the sam e tim e it has 
been forcibly brought to notice of all who have 
shipped that w hen they have a full crop K»st, 
as was th e ease the past season, we cannot hope 
to com pete w ith them aud pay the rates oi 
freight now charged by transportation com ­ 
panies. This, w ith other causes, serve to lim it 
tho num ber ol ears aud length of shipping sea­ 
son. The first car left W inters May 18th, and 
the final car w ent from W rights November 14th, 
ten days earlier th an preceding season. 
Of 850 ears shipped, 316 w ent irom Sacram ento, 
153 from Vacaville, and other points as follow s: 
W rights, 10; Mayhew, 17; Natorna, 29: Colfax, 
12; San Lorenzo, 33; Cordelia, 11; Penryn, 7; 
Santa Rosa, 6; M arysville, 6; Fresno. 15; San

Chicago received 495 of these ears; O m aha, 45;

Compared w ith 1887 shipm ents itis seen th at 
the gam . or ninety cars, has been m ade chiefly 
iu shipm ents from new points, as Colfax, Santa 
Rosa, Cordelia aud Mayhcws, w ith heavy in­ 
crease in older shipping places. 
Records show 
th a t 282,0411 boxes w ere shipped, 253,323 crates, 
and an aggregate ot 12 602,180 pounds. Gross 
sales am ounted to 8773,117 42. 
Freight cost 
8345,156, cartage 52,439, aud com m issiou 577,298, 
leaving 5348,233 to be returned to shippers, or 
about 2.82 ceuts a pound. Expenses of packing, 
etc., being estim ated, gives an average of 19-190 
ot a cent a pound protit to th e grower on all va­ 
rieties of fruit. Estim ates show th at transport­ 
ation com panies received nearly «1 50 for every 
51 w hich goes into the producer’s puree. 
R egarding kinds of iruit sh ip p e d .it was said 
th a t apricots did m uch bt Iter th an in the year 
preceding. B artlett pears sold low, being re­ 
ceived East extrem ely green. Beaches sold well; 
even m edium -sized freestones are m uch pre- 
lerred to large clingstones.

rem arkably low, ow ing to poor condition. Fall 
and w inter pears were low, not keeping well.

ERATIONS CONCERNING THE HOME 
FOR THE FEEBLE-MINDED. 


No one can'read the report of the sev­ 
eral officers cf the California Home for 
Feeble-Minded Children and net be im­ 
pressed with the imperative need of liberal 
aid being extended by the State to that 
institution. There ought to lie entertained 
no narrow ideas of economy in this matter. 
The poliey that saves in the present, with 
the certainty of immensely augmenting out­ 
lay in the near future as an inevitable 
result, ie the policy of folly. 
As we have 
said, the State can afford to start right 
with this new and most inqiortant institu­ 
tion ; it certainly cannot afford to go 
wrong. 
If the mere matter of money sav­ 
ing by witholding from the need of human 
suffering is considered, then the very best 
thing to do is to abandon this and similar 
institution and thus save all outlay. 
De­ 
spite all the platitudes and sneers and 
fault-finding of the unwisely economic, who 
make the assembling of the Legislature 
the occasion for especially lively manifesta­ 
tions, the representativesof the people will, 
we believe, look upon this junior of nil our 
public charities with breadth of view and 
treat it with the same liberality that has 
characterized our State policy in the past 
toward the insane asylums and other de­ 
pendent institutions. The “Home” for the 
Feeble-Minded must l>e built anew—its 
present structures 
are 
inadequate, ill 
adapted and worse located. The State 
should not attem pt to patch them up or 
extend them. 
They ought to be disposed 
of, out of hand, and the institution given a 
building in a new location, suited to the 
needs of the work in the hands of its phil­ 
anthropic and large minded managers. 
It 
should be given a site unquestioned for 
salubrity, unchallenged in its facilities 
for 
drainage 
and 
water 
supply and 
calling for the least possible outlay for 
artificial work, and no make-shift to those 
ends be thought of. 
It is vitally essential, also, that the 
Home have a liberally large farm of fine 
soil and choice exposure under climatic 
equability and adapted to diversified cult­ 
ure. 
For it is a vital part of the scheme 
of treatment of the feeble-minded to make 
them self-helpful and reliant, that they 
lie taught to labor, and out of doors when­ 
ever possible. Their surroundings must 
all be of a character to develop mental 
power, train sluggish intellects into har­ 
mony with the broadest communion with 
nature, and fashion the personal habits of 
the idiotic to the methods of right living. 
The epileptic can be improved, and expe­ 
rience proves that the condition of from 
81 to 53 per cent, is capable of very great 
improvement. 
But they cannot lie treated 
in confined quarters and ill-adapted insti­ 
tutions. They must have air, sunshine, 
plenty of room, opportunities for employ­ 
ment and he subject to the minimum of 
conditions that induce discontent and rest­ 
lessness. The present location and build­ 
ings of the Home do not favor that effec­ 
tive treatment of such unfortunates that 
can be secured if the State does its duty 
by the Home, and the same is to be said 
of the other character of inmates. 
We have heretofore expressed the belief 
that flic true policy is to relocate the 
Home, and that it should be given to a 
county that lias no public institutions and 
where the sympathies and charities of the 
people are not divided by other institu­ 
tional demands. 
The State is aided in its 
support of the Home not a little by the 
individual benefactions of the people. 
It 
is wise to conserve this spirit and encour­ 
age its enlargement, and this is best done 
in a community where there are no similar 
or other public institutions addressing 
themselves directly to the sympathies and 
pride of the people of the locality. More­ 
over, it is the part of supreme wisdom toso 
distribute State institutions as to eliminate 
to the furtherest extent local jealousies. It 
is very unfortunate for any community 
when the people of the State come to look 
upon it as a dependent on State bounty- 
But the location in one county of many 
State institutions has precisely that effect. 
The claims of other counties, besides, 
ought to lie fairly considered, and these 
are of equal merit where needed conditions 
are on a level. 
A State institution in a 
county is an instrumentality for quicken­ 
ing local pride; it is one means of adver­ 
tising the community and bringing the 
natural advantages of a county into de­ 
served notice. 
It follows that it k unwis­ 
dom to locate, as is now done, three great 
institutions in Santa Clara county, for it 
amounts to confession that we are poverty- 
stricken in desirable physical conditions of 
soil, climate and eligibility for sueh insti­ 
tutions, when the truth is we are rich in 
those essentials.

SENATOR STANFORD REBUKES MEN­ 
DACITY. 


Senator Stanford, in an interview at 
Washington which appeared yesterday, re­ 
bukes the San Francisco Examiner sharply 
for its misrepresentation of his views upon 
the Chinese question. 
He puts that 
journal in the attitude of a falsifier and ex­ 
poses its mendacity in firm dignified lan­ 
guage. 
He denies that he said to the 
“ interviewer,” or gave him to understand, 
that he thought the Swift treaty provided 
sufficient restriction upon Chinese immi­ 
gration. 
W hat lie did say was that he 
thought tlie Bayard treaty was strong 
enough to keep the Chinese out of the 
country. Governor Stanford then proceeds 
to fully express himself as opposed to Chi­ 
nese immigration; and the fact is that 
he was the first Governor of California 
to officially call the attention of the Legis­ 
lature of the State to the dangers of unre­ 
stricted Chinese immigration. H e believes 
the Chinese an undesirable class, and that 
there is white labor enough for all our needs; 
and declares that he has been an opponent of 
Chinese immigration for thirty-three years, 
and has uniibrmily exerted himself in 
favor of laws to restrict it, and that he lias 
not changed, and will not change his posi­ 
tion, but will do all in his power to keep 
out an “unhomogeneous class.” 
In the face of this emphatic protest 
against its mendacity it might he expected 
that the Examiner would manifest some re­ 
gret at having been the agency of misrep­ 
resentation—but such expectation is not 
at all likely to lie realized. That con­ 
scienceless journal started out, under thin 
disguise of friendliness to restriction, to 
break down the barriers erected, in order 
to punish the people of California for hav­ 
ing given the electoral vote of this State 
to Harrison and Morton—and that is the 
long and the short of the purpose of the 
paper.

A PARALLEL CASE. 


President Cleveland has sent a message 
to Congress upon the Samoan «¡uestior. 
It undisguisedly takes the back track, 
and practically confesses that the inactiv­ 
ity of the Administration in the Samoan 
matter has been error. 
There is no other 
reading of the ajiologc-tic message, possible. 
It makes distinct tlie fact that because of 
the lack of vigor by the United States 
Government, its failure to cast its influ­ 
ence in support of the lawful government 
of Samoa, German aggression went so far 
as to seize the head of the Government, 
exile him, and seat in his place a pre­ 
tender, pliant to Germany’s scheme of ab­ 
sorption. 
If Russia, for instance, should provoke 
a difficulty with Kalakatia, of the Hawaiian 
Kingdom, seize his person, transport him 
on a Russian man-of-war to a Russian penal 
colony in Siberia; if Russia should then 
seat upon the Hawaiian throne one not of 
the royal line and not recognized by the 
treaties of any powers with Hawaii who 
are pledged to preserve the independence 
of the Kingdom, and the United States 
should sit idly by and make not an eilort 
to prevent the outrage, but actually re­ 
buke and remove the American Consul 
who extended a temporary protection over 
the as-ailed monarch in strict compliance 
with the calls of our treaty to do so in pre­ 
cisely such a case—we wculd have the 
Samoan'situation exactly reproduced. 
In 
such a case the people of the United 
States would flame with indignation. The 
real difference between what the senti­ 
ment would be in the case of Hawaii and 
Russia and the indifference of the present 
to the outrages by Germany in Samoa, is 
measured by the greater distance of the 
latter from the United States, and the 
fa t that our people are less familiar with 
Samoan affairs.

W a s h in g t o n , January 16th.—Among the cor­ 
respondence concerning affairs in Samoa, re­ 
ferred to in President C leveland's m essage yes­ 
terd ay and presented to the Senate to-day, were 
the follow ing instructions to A dm iral Kim berly 
from Secretary W hitney in a cablegram dated 
January 11th : 
“ C om m ander M ullen, of the Nipsic, tele­ 
graphs by way o f A uckland. New Zealand, th at 
a force landed at Samoa Irorn a Germ an fleet 
w hich resul ed in an engagem ent between the 
troops of M ataafa aud th e G erm an forces and 
the defeat of the latter, lie reports th at the 
Germans, in retaliation, bom barded towns, dis­ 
regard iug protests aud neutral rights; ih at the 
properly and lives of A m erican citizens are in 
danger. 
He urges the sending ot reinforce­ 
m ents 
Tne Germ an G overum ent claim s that 
th e Germ an forces were first attacked; that war 
now exists betw een Germ any and th at portion 
of the natives engaged in the attaek on the 
Germaus. The Germ an c-overument Invites this 
G overnm ent, iu com m on inter, st, to join in es­ 
tablishing order iu Samoa, giving assurance of 
a careful respect f r our treaty rights. The 
United States G overnm ent is w illing to co-oper­ 
ate iu restoring order in Samoa on tne basis of 
a full preservation of the A m erican treaty 
rights and the Sam oan autonom y, as recognized 
aud agreed to by Germ any, Great B ritain and

You w ill consult w ith the Am erican 
Vice-Consul, exam ine his archives and other 
wise inform yourself as to the situation, and a 1 
the recent occurrences, and prote i ugm ust the 
subjugation and displa em eiit of the native 
G overnm ent of Samoa by Germ any, as in viola­ 
tion of the positive agreem ent and understand­ 
ing between the treaty powers; but inform ¡he 
representatives of >he G erm an and British Gov­ 
ernm ents of your readiness to co operate in 
causing all treaty rights to be respected and in ! 
restoring peace aud order on a basis or recogni­ 
tion of Samonn rights to independence. 
E n­ 
deavor to prevent extrem e m easures against 
Samoans, and bring about a peacelul settle­ 
m ent. 
“ if such arrangem ent can be m ade upon th at 
basis, you will report the sam e for approval, 
and you w ill inform this Governm ent, as toon 
as possible alter your arrival in Sam oa, of the 
condition of «Hairs aud the prospect of a peace­ 
ful adjust m em , aud w hether Germ any w as act­ 
ing im partially between th e opposing (oree3 
w hen th e late eoutlic.occurred. 
W h itn ey .” 
COI N! ARCO'S STATEMENT. 
January 12th, the Secretary addressed a com ­ 
m unication to Count Arco, the Germ an Min­ 
ister, in reply to the statem ent giving the Ger­ 
m an version of the Sam oan difficulty. The 
statem ent o f Count Areo is substantially as 
follows: 
"The Germ an forces landed at Sam oa after 
the Germ an com m ander had given notice of his 
intentious to the com m anders ot the Am erican 
and British m en-of-war, the reason fur landing 
being th at some ot the Germ an plantations 
were in danger. 
Upon landing the Germ ans 
were attacked by Sam oans under the com m and 
of Klein, au A m erican citizen, and lost filty 
killed and wounded. 
A state of w ar was th ere­ 
fore announced by Oei m any, and as au Am eri­ 
can is alleged to have been iu com m and of the 
attacking Sam oan forces, Count Areo is in ­ 
structed to m ake com plaint to the United S utes. 
The treaty rights of the United States and all 
the rights ot th e treaty powers shall be respected 
under all circum stances. The Germ an G overn­ 
m ent asks them to join in an active way to 
restore calm aud quiet.” 


SECRETARY BAYARD REPLIES. 
In response. Secretary Bayard says he at once 
com m unicated to Couut Areo, on becom ing 
aw are of th e allegations th at the Sam oan forces 
were red by an A m erican nam ed Klein, th at he 
had no knowledge w hatever, nor reason to be­ 
lieve, th a t Klein was a citizen of the United 
States. •• I was certain,” continued the Secre­ 
tary 's letter, “ th at he is not, and never has 
been, in any way connected w ith the public 
service, nor aot.ng uuder the color or pretense 
of its authority. The instructions giveu to the 
officials ot this Governm ent at Sam oa never 
deviated from those m ade public, and w hich 
were well known to Germ any and Great Britain, 
to m aintain neutrality in t-amoau ullairs and 
confiue th eir action to good offices in the m ain 
teuancc of peace aud order in those legions, 
and seem ing protection for A m erican citizens 
and th eir interests.” 
T he Secretary says before he received the 
Germ an instructions, orders bad lteeu given by 
the President, looking to the protection oí citi­ 
zens of the United States, and Iheir property; 
th at it was with eutire readiness I hat ho accepted 
the inv;tation ol Germ any that tlie United Slates 
should join in an active wav to restore calm aud 
quiet In those islands. 
The Secretary further says : “ I received also, 
w ith expressed satislacti »n, your as-.uranee oi 
the intentions of your Governm ent to m aintain 
carefully a respect for the treaty rights of this 
G overum ent uuder all circum stance». and this, 
as 1 stated to you, necessarily inc.uded respect 
for th e existence of Sam oan autonom y Inde­ 
pendent. w hich i* the base of three treaties— 
m ade w ith United States, Germ any and Great 
B ritain—the first nam ed being earliest iu date. 
Pioiocols of the conference on Sam oan affairs 
held íd this cily in the sum m er of 1887, bv rep­ 
resentatives oí ihe United States. Germ any and 
Great B ritain, w ill disclose that, although the 
conference did not produce an agreem ent as to 
a com plete governm ent for th a t com m unity, 
neverth lesson certain points a 1 three Govern­ 
m ent, coincided. u n e of these was th at a ire e 
elec'i -n by the Samoans, according io their ow n 
w ill aud custom , of a King, w ould seem most 
opportune, If sueh election could now ptaeti 
ca ly be held, and 1 tee! assured it won.cl do 
m uch tow ards ending the turbulent, l.ulc-r dis­ 
content which led to the shocking internecine 
« a rla re am ong these idattders. and dually in ­ 
volved them iu deeply r- gretable conflicts with 
the Germ an forces, sincerely deplored by the 
United Mates, i.car A dm iral Kim berly, com­ 
m anding our naval torees in the Pacific, has 
been ordered to proceed in his flagship lrentou 
to Apia. 
I t-avc great confidence in his wisdom 
aud benevolent discretion, as well as in th a t of 
the naval com m anders of th e other national 
vessels w hicn have been sent by th eir respec­ 
tive G overnm ents to Sam oan w aters to promote 
satisfactory arrangem ents, ai d 1 take it for 
grunted th a t the sam e spirit of com ity and per 
eeptio'col equal rights ot all the three tre-aty 
powers w hich induced jo u r G overum ent to in­ 
vite tlie active ca operation o f ihe United .-lutes 
in re toring lav, a d order in -am oa, w ill cause 
an instruction em b dying the same principles 
ol irleudiy justice a m considerate m oderation 
in fram ing a plan of settlem ent to be sent to the 
Germ an ofllm rs in com m and o f th e Im perial 
forera in th at region.

POLICE COURT. 


A n In te r e s tin g D e c isio n In th e L yon E m ­ 
b e z z le m e n t C ase. 
In the Police Court yesterday E d.Flum er, 
w ho had been on a protracted spree, had 
Bobered up during his im prisonm ent and 
the Court allowed him to go w ith a lecture. 
Judge Buckley told him w hat he thought of 
an individual who would go away from 
home, a sick wife and child, and drink h im ­ 
self fnto alm ost imbecility. 
Lafe Tom lin’, a hard hitter, managed to 
square things ontside of Court, and the 
charge of battery against him was dis­ 
missed. 
Dominico Montano, a descendant of one 
of the old Roman families, was arrested for 
hitting Ludovico Cicero, another distin­ 
guished Roman, over the head with a pick- 
handle. M ontano runs depea-nut-de-stand 
at Seventh and J, and Cicero polishes un ­ 
derstandings just opposite, at five cents a 
shine. N either was ready for the case to 
go on, and it was continued on the calendar 
until to-day. 
The case of C. L. Kaymeyer, who, it is 
alleged, tried to make mince meat of M ar­ 
tin Peunish a few nights ago, had his case 
continued to Saturday. 
F rank Levre, charged this time with 
stealing a time-piece. asked for more time, 
and his case was continued. 
In the case of W illiam M. Lyon, charged 
with embezzlement, which was tried on 
Tuesday, the Court made the following de­ 
cision 
‘ 
D efendant is charged herein w ith embezzle­ 
m ent, to w it: w ith haviug on th e — day of 
June, 1888, fraudulently appropriated to a use 
an d purpose not in the due and law ful execu­ 
tion o f his trust as the agent of one E. B. Stone, 
th e sum of $19 97, the property of said Stone. 
T he evidence shows th a t on the above date the 
firm of defendant and Sherm an received from 
8tone a quantity of cherries to be sold by the 
form er for the latter on commission. T hat soon 
th ereafter the sale took place, and defendant 
notified Stone th a t he held to his credit, after 
deducting commission and expense ot sale, 
819 97. About Septem ber following Stone re­ 
quested th at defendant pay him about $800, 
alleged to be due, and including the item of 
819 97: but the character of paym ent offered by 
defendant being unsatisfactory to Stone and its 
receipt declined, no settlem ent was effected. In 
th e ensuing m onth of October defendant as 
signed his property for the benefit of his credit- 
ois, and nam ed in his inventory said liability of 
about $300. D efendant testified th at he had 
used Stone's m oney (so called) as he did the 
m oney of his creditors in his (defendant’s) busi­ 
ness, and, m eeting w ith financial reverses, he 
h ad recourse to assignm ent. 
U nder the law said $19 97 was the property of 
Stone, held in trust for him by defendant, to be 
applied subject to the term s of the trust. 
It was 
his duty to deliver it to Stone, and under no 
circum stances w ithout the latter’* perm ission 
to speculate w ith or invest the sam e for or on 
his (defendant’s) account. 
The unauthorized 
application of th e property to the use of defend­ 
an t’s business was an appropriation of the sam e 
to a use and purpose not in the due and lawful 
execution of the trust and, as it seem s to me, 
brings the transaction clearly w ithin the defini­ 
tion 
of 
em bezzlem ent. W hether defendant 
acted correctly in enum erating the property in 
question am ong his liabilities in insolvency has 
occasioned some contention, but 1 do not now 
deem it necessary- to solve the question. The 
law does not shield a Trustee who, seeing his 
trust fund endangered, negligently perm its that 
fund to be diverted from the legitim ate purpose 
of the trust. 
I think that the law and evidence 
sustain the allegations of the com plaint, and 
accordingly a verdict of guilty, as charged, is 
returned hereiD. 
Mr. Lyon's attorney 
asked that the 
passing of judgm ent be postponed until the 
21st inst. 
The request was granted. The 
attorney slated that he had under prepara­ 
tion a bill of exceptions, and proposed to 
appeal the case.

T h e A p p ro a ch to th e A m erica n R iv er 
B rid g e to b e M ade on T w en tieth . 
One of the most im portant roads leading 
into Sacram ento city is the one that comes 
in from the north by the way of the 
American river 
bridge. 
Farm ers 
and 
others coming to the city in the winter 
tim e can pull good loads until they strike 
Twelfth street. 
From that point to H 
street they find it difficult to pall even 
their em pty wagons. 
This heavy travel has caused Twelfth 
street to build up, has increased the value 
of property, and both sides are dotted with 
good business 
houses. 
The 
property- 
owners, however, have refused to go to the 
expense of grading and graveling, nnd 
hence the Supervisors have about concluded 
to abandon it—or, in other words, to 
change tire road from the bridge to Twen­ 
tieth street. This will make a direct road 
—one that can be traveled during the w in­ 
ter season, and the approach can be kept 
up at a less expense than the one that is 
m aintained at present. 
Supervisor Ross rode out over the road 
yesterday, and says he shall advocate the 
change im mediately. 
The only way the property-owners on 
Twelfth street can avert this change will 
be to at once organize and proceed without 
delay to improve that street.

J a m e s B . Y ou n g, S en ten ced to L ife I m ­ 
p riso n m en t, G iven I lis F reed o m . 
The Governor yesterday granted a pardon 
to Jam es B. Young, convicted in Yolo 
county ou April 2, 1883, of m urder, and 
sentenced to life im prisonm ent. The fol­ 
lowing are the reasons for which the exec­ 
utive clemency was exercised: 
“A nd whereas the evidence submitted in 
this case goes to show conclusively that the 
crim e for which this m an was convicted 
was comm itted in self defense, but at the 
tim e of the trial testimony, which has 
since been proven falsp, was introduced 
im plicating the prisoner in other crimes, 
and so perverted the fae.s that the jury 
found him guilty of murder; and whereas 
I 
am 
in 
receipt 
of 
letters 
from 
seven 
of 
the 
jurym en 
and 
from 
H on. Jos. Craig, the District Attorney 
who prosecuted the case, reciting the facts 
as stated above, and averring that the ver­ 
dict rendered was, in the light of subse­ 
quent testimony, unjust, and that Young 
was guilty of nothing worse than m an­ 
slaughter, the extrem e penalty for which is 
ten years in State P riso n ; and whereas, the 
application for pardon is signed and earn­ 
estly recommended by Hon. P. D. Wiggin- 
ton, J. H. Barham , J. W . Tullock, County 
Assessor of 
Stanislaus 
co u n ty ; J. it. 
Broughton. Cashier 
of Modesto B ank; 
Garrison Turner, President of the Grange 
Company of M odesto; G. W . Toombs, Su­ 
pervisor of S'anislaus county; 
H on. J. J. 
Scrivener, 
Prison 
Director, and by a 
large num ber of citizens of Stanislaus and 
Yolo counties; and whereas, Young has 
already served with His credits over seven 
years, I consider it a simple ac’.of justice to 
grant him a full pardon.

The houses 
are desolated, and the entire population living 
are sleeping un d er tents in th e streets or public 
squares, in expectancy of another shock even 
m ore severe and destructive th an tn e first.

he pushed forward to Emin Pasha’s relief. 
The letter is plentifully bespr;nkled w ith the 
salaam s, salutations and professions of having 
good heart and other O riental terms. 
Aside 
from this, th e letter contains the following 
inform ation: “ Stanley is in good health, w ith a 
party com posed o f ISO W anguaua, three soldiers 
and 66 of Em in s natives. 
lie left tm in 82 days 
before on th e Nyanza, m aking the trip w ith"a 
loss o f only three m en—two drow ned and one 
desrrted. 
IleTound the w hite m en looking for 
Em in quite well, and another w hite m an, Ca- 
sati, also quite well. E m in was bountifully sup­ 
plied w ith cattle, sheen, goats and feed of all 
kinds. 
He V7es very liberal and gave Stanley’s 
m en m any presents. Many of E m in’s soldiers 
were ready to follow Stanley, hut he told them 
to rem ain until he returned for his things at 
Y'am bunzana. Stanley left all his w hite m en 
behind, except his servant W illiam. Stanley 
asked T ippooT ib w hat he was going to do, and 
suggested th a t he would like to have him go 
w ith h u e, if ngreeeable, as they had both been 
over the road twice, and knew the route well. 
Stanley says he w ill w ait ten davs lor him and 
then m ove forw ard slowly, g o lig to Big Island 
next.” 
This; letter was taken to Stanley F alls bv a 
messenger, who also conveyed a num ber’ of 
other letters to Stanley Falls, w hich are expected 
in two or three m onths.

W ashington, January 16th.—Adamson, United 
States Consul-General at 1‘auam a, ou the 2d 
in stan t received a com m unication from the 
G eneral D epartm ent of Panam a, stating that, 
although the local governm ent w ould do all in 
its power to preserve peace and order, it is 
feared disturbances of th e public peace m ight 
follow the suspension of ' ork on the Panam a 
canal, w hich suspension is expected soon.

the canal, b u t those few will surely dem aud my 
aid. W hatever m ay occur I shall do my best 
for the protection of A m erican interests here, 
and hope to m erit the continuance of the kinu 
support heretofore given to m e.” 
The Secretary of State, in his reply to the 
President, says : “ It w ill be rem em bered th a t 
in 1885 it becam e necessary for the United State3 
to send a sufficient force to the isthm us for the 
purpose of perform ing th eir duty under the 
treaty and to suppress disorder at th a t point ” 
The President transm itted the eorresp.udence 
to Congress to-day.

Nev.* Y’ork, Jauuary 16th.—Trouble is brew* 
ing in Venezuela, bexior Julio Paz Rodriguez, 
Secretary of the V enezuelan Consulate iu this 
city, said last n ig h t: 
“ Great Britain has occupied the m outh of the 
Orinoco river aud has thus announced her in ­ 
tention of controlling the destinies of the South 
A m erican Republic. She has several cavalry­ 
m en aud jioiicemen at the m outh of the river, 
and iu m any other ways has plainly show n that 
she intends to control the com m erce of our 
country. 
‘•lry o u ask w hy the Venezuelan Republic 
does not send the B ritishers to the kingdom 
come. I reply th a t Venezuela does not care to 
enter into w ar with Great B ritain single-handed, 
and prefers to w ait until she can feel assured of 
success.” 
Pedro Viceute Mijares, the V enezuelan Consul 
in this city, sa y s: “ The Venezuelan Governm ent 
intended to publicly apply for protection against 
Great B ritain, aud that the first appeal would 
naturally be m ade to the United States. The 
Orinoco river is the pathw ay of South A m eri­ 
can com m erce, and for the U nited States no 
m arket would prove m ore profitable than that 
of V enezuela 
Moreover, th e United States has 
always upheld the Monroe doctrine, and if 
Great B ritain is allow ed to encroach on our 
property now, the U nited States can certainly 
be accused of unw arranted selfishness. 
"T he sm all garrison at the m outh of the 
Orinoco could easily have been routed long ago, 
but it would not have been quite so easy lor us 
to rout the whole B ritish arm y. We decided 
that it would be injudicious for us to m ake open 
w ar on Great B ritain before we had com e to au 
understanding eith er w itn the U nited States or 
Frauce. Our opinion is th a t the United states 
should help us, hut if it does not why we m ust 
appeal to Frauce.”
